H'^A  76:11  provides  for  delivery  of  the  list  (warrant)  to  the  collector  within 
tnirty  days  of  receipt  of  approval  of  the  tax  rate  unless  for  good  cause  the  time 
is  extended  by  the  department.   The  collector  shall  within  thirty  days  after 
leceipt  of  the  warrant  from  the  selectmen  (assessors)  send  out  the  tax  bills 
unless  for  good  cause  the  time  is  extended  by  this  department. 

RSA  76:ll-a  Information  Required.   The  tax  bill  which  is  sent  to  every  person 
taxed,  as  provided  in  section  II,  shall  show  the  rate  of  municipal,  school  and 
county  taxes  separately,  and  each  bill  shall  also  show  the  assessed  valuation  of 
all  lands  and  buildings  for  which  Siiid  person  is  being  taxed.   The  1984  rate 
breakdown  reflects  a  proportionate  share  of  the  Reimbursemsent  a/c  Property 
Exempted  by  1970  Special  Session  for  each  unit  of  government. 

RSA  76:13  provides  that  interest  at  12%  per  annum  shall  be  charged  upon  all  taxes 
e  oept  resident  taxes  not  paid  on  or  before  Dec.  1,  except  that  In  the  case  where 
a  tax  bin  was  sent  to  a  taxpayer  on  or  after  November  2  and  before  April  1st, 
i'.terest  shall  not  be  charged  until  30  days  after  the  bills  are  mailed.   The 
collector  shall  state  on  the  bill  the  date  from  which  interest  will  be  charged. 

The  tax  bill  which  you  mail  must  contain  the  date  from  which  interest  will  be 
charged  and  this  date  is  determined  by  the  date  you  send  the  last  bill  on  the 
list  committed  to  you.   RSA  76:13  also  requires  that  you  notify  this  department 
in  writing  of  the  date  on  which  you  send  the  last  bill.   There  is  enclosed  a  form 
for  this  purpose.

Dear  Selectmen: 


We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Tovn  of  Newfields  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  198^,  and  have  issued  oiir  report  thereon  dated  February  19,  1985.  As 
part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  in- 
ternal accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evalute  the  system 
as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  The  purpose  of  our  study  and 
evaluation  was  to  determine  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures 
necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  Town's  financial  statements.   Our  study  and 
evaluation  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  sys- 
tem of  internal  accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole. 

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  is  responsible  foit  establishing  and  maintaining 
a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.   In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates 
and  Judgements  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related 
costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives  of  a  system  are  to  provide  management  with 
a  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from 
unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with 
management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial 
statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control,  errors 
or  irregularities  may  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation 
or  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become 
inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions,  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with 
the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  above  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the  system.  Accordingly,  we  do  not 
express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Newfields 
taken  as  a  whole.   However,  our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no  condition  that  we 
believe  to  be  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  Selectmen  and  should  not  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose.

General  Fixed  Assets: 


The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  as  a  matter  of  policy.  The 
recording  of  fixed  assets  would  fulfill  the  need  to  provide  for  physical,  dollar  value 
control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general  government  capital  expenditures  over 

the  years. 

With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined  on  an 
annual  basis  for  the  piirpose  of  measuring  total  cost  of  governmental  services  £Uid  eval- 
uating the  effeciency  of  programs.   The  selectmen  are  in  the  process  of  listing  and 
valuing  all  fixed  assets  owned  by  the  Town.  This  comment  has  been  made  in  prior  reports. 

Revaluation  of  Land  and  Buildings: 

During  198^ »  the  Town's  valuation  of  property  was  only  23^  of  the  current  fair  market 
value.  This  presents  a  burden  to  the  selectmen  in  trying  to  arrive  at  proper  land 
and  building  valuations  of  new  homeowners;  or  sale  of  agricultural  land. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  selectmen  recognize  the  need  to  have  all  properties  assessed 
at  100^  of  current  valuation.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  having  a  complete  reassess- 
ment done  by  a  qualified  appraiser.   This  comment  has  been  made  in  prior  reports. 

Trust  Funds; 

During  the  current  audit  it  was  noted  that  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  have  one  checking 
account  and  nine  separate  savings  accounts,  for  the  common  trust. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  savings  accounts  be  combined  into  a  common  trust.   This 
would  allow  the  trustees  to  allocate  income  easier  and  possibly  earn  a  higher  interest 
rate.   This  comment  has  been  made  in  prior  year  reports.

Criminal  activity  during  the  year  consisted  of  4  Burglaries, 
in  which  approximately  $1400  worth  of  items  were  taken,  of  which 
$1112  has  been  recovered,  12  acts  of  Criminal  Mischief,  13  Thefts, 
3  Criminal  Trespasses,  1  Felonious  Sexual  Assault,  and  3  Assualts. 

The  Police  Department . responded  to  251  complaints  called 
in  by  residents,  responded  to  24  burglary  alarms,  and  responded 
to  34  Motor  Vehicle  accidents . 

Since  1980  the  complaints  responded  to  by  the  Police 
Department  has  increased  each  year.   From  154  complaints  in 
1980  to  251  complaints  in  1984.   This  reflects  the  increased 
development  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  and  the  surrounding  area. 
The  Town  of  Newfields  has  not  developed  at  a  fast  rate,  but 
the  surrounding  areas  have.   Causing  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  people  and  traffic  passing  through  the  Towno   As  the  amount 
of  people  and  traffic  increase,  the  need  for  Law  Enforcement 
also  increases.   The  Newfields  Police  Department  has  been  a 
Full-time  Police  Department  only  since  1979.   We  are  still  in 
the  growing  stages .   We  lack  a  great  deal  of  the  equipment  I 
feel  is  necessary  to  do  a  complete  and  adequate  job.   Over  the 
next  few  years  at  Town  Meeting,  I  will  be  asking  for  some  of 
the  equipment  I  feel  is  necessary  to  do  a  complete  job.   I  hope 
the  people  of  Newfields  will  feel  the  same  as  I  do  and  provide 
the  necessary  funding  to  purchase  the  much  needed  equipment. 

As  in  the  past,  the  cooperation  of  the  people  of  the 
Town  of  Newfields  has  been  just  great.   This  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  Officers  of  the  Police  Department.

The  number  of  complaints  received  by  this  department  were 
down  from  those  of  1983.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  cooperation 
of  the  dog  owners  in  keeping  their  dogs  restrained  in  accordance 
with  the  Town  Leash  Law.   The  number  of  dogs  registered  in  1984 
was  175  down  from  182  in  1983. 

One  area  of  concern  is  the  number  of  dogs  that  were  found 
unregistered  in  1984.   The  total  for  1983  was  7  and  for  1 9P4 
there  were  13.   It  is  to  the  benefit  of  the  dog  owner  to  have 
his  or  her  dog  over  3  months  of  age  registered  by  April  3nth  of 
each  year.   Registering  your  dog  will  help  in  the  identification 
of  your  dog  if  It  is  lost  or  found  roaming  in  town.   Any  dogs 
withno  type  of  identification  on  its  collar  will  be  taken  to 
the  SPCA  in  Stratham.   Dog  owners  who  are  delinquent  in  the 
registration  of  his  or  her  dog  will  be  subject  to  fines  set  by 
the  state. 

Any  person  who  aquires  a  dog  3  months  of  age  or  older  after 
the  April  3Pth  deadline  must  register  the  dog  but  is  ^'0"^  subject 
to  any  penalties  if  done  promptly. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Newfields  for  your 
continuing  cooperation.   This  cooperation  has  made  the  tasks  of 
this  department  a  lot  easier.

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The  town  of  Nev/fields  was  very  fortuane  to  have  no  loss  of 
taxable  property  in  19814..   This  is  the  result  of  the  people  of 
this  town  being  very  concious  of  fire  prevention  and  safety. 

The  volunteer  fire  department  answered  35  calls;  20  calls 
in  town  and  15  mutual  aid  calls  to  neighboring  towns.   There 
are  currently  27  men  on  the  department  rolls  and  in  1 98l|.  there 
was  an  average  of  1 1  men  answering  each  call. 

I  am  extremely  proud  of  the  professional  manner  in  which 
the  officers  and  firefighters  conducted  themselves  angering  these 
calls  and  also  in  their  other  activities. 

During  the  year,  some  of  the  men  attended  firefighting  classes 
and  schools  on  their  own  time;  evenings  and  weekends,  Attendence 
at  our  monthly  meetings  and  drills  was  exceptional.   These  monthly 
drills  are  held  to  enable  the  men  to  get  some  training  or  renew 
procedures  as  well  as  to  maintain  the  equipment.   There  have  been 
very  active  comriiittees  and  work  parties  throughout  the  year, 
Wendell  Sargent  and  Tom  Monaghan  headed  a  committee  to  paint  part 
of  the  interior  of  the  station,  the  balance  to  be  done  in  1985. 
Some  of  the  men  as  a  group  went  to  take  the  test  for  a  commercial 
license  to  enable  them  to  drive  the  fire  trucks. 

Along  with  these  activites,  the  department  entered  a  team  in 
two  Softball  tournaments  bringing  home  a  first-place  trophy  from 
one. 

The  Fireflies  were  very  supportive  last  year  again.   They  also 
put  together  a  great  roast  beef  dinner  for  the  annual  Christmas 
party. 

One  fire  alarm  burned  out  last  year  but  the  insurance  cover- 
age put  us  back  in  service  as  good  as  new. 

We  received  a  matching  grant  from  the  State  to  purchase  I4. 
pagers  instead  of  2.   The  goal  is  to  equip  each  man  with  a  pager. 

The  whole  department  is  working  enthusiastically  putting  to- 
gether a  celebration  schedualed  in  June,  1905*  to  celebrate  our 
50th  year  as  a  fire  department. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  work  with  this  great 
group  of  people..

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


ir  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  In  place  a  cooperative 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between  city  and  town 
governments  and  State  government.   It  simply  stated  that  no  open  fire 
could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  Is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written 
permission  of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated 
that  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be  liable 
for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  It  has 
remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  Is  not  covered  with 
snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons 
kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  Is  required  are  liable  for 
damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly 
to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

REPORT  OF  THE  LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are 
pleased  to  report  that  the  incinerator/energy  recovery  plant 
located  on  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  campus  is  operating  on 
a  continuous  twenty- four  hour,  seven  day  a  week  schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Cooperative's  Administrator,  under  the  general  supervisory 
control  of  the  three-member  Operations  Committee  from  the  Joint 
Board  of  Directors.  The  plant  personnel,  in  addition  to  the  Ad- 
ministrator, includes  two  mechanics,  a  truck  driver,  two  daily 
shifts  of  12  hours  each  involving  8  persons,  plus  daily  clean-up 
crew.  This  organization  operates  the  incinerator  system,  maintains 
records,  and  coordinates  with  the  University's  Power  Plant  staff 
to  monitor  the  boiler  and  steam  production  elements  of  the  plant. 
The  Cooperative's  organization  also  handles  the  collection  of 
refuse  from  the  transfer  stations  of  five  communities,  and 
handles  the  ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  the  landfill  site. 

During  1984  modifications  were  made  to  plant  piping  which  has  in- 
creased steam  production  and  revenue.  Preventive  maintenance  dur- 
ing the  year  included  replacing  the  refractory  in  the  three  lower 
chambers  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  upper  chambers  will  be 
done  in  1985. 

The  latest  word  received  from  the  University  Concerning  Cogenera- 
tion  is  that  UNH  will  quite  likely  purchase  and  maintain  the 
turbine  and  generator  which  will  provide  the  Cooperative  with  a 
market  for  excess  steam  during  the  warmer  months. 

The  operations  committee  welcomes  Norman  LeClerc  of  Somersworth  as 
a  member  and  wishes  to  say  Thank  you  to  Robert  Lowe  of  Northwood 
for  his  years  of  assistance  on  the  Committee. 

The  Directors  of  the  Cooperative  wish  to  express  their  deep 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  given  their  efforts  by  the  Uni- 
versity's staff  as  well  as  the  officers  and  personnel  of  the  co- 
operating towns.  Every  effort  will  be  continued  to  keep  the  resi- 
dents of  the  region  informed  of  the  progress  in  the  collection, 
processing  and  disposal  of  the  waste  which  is  being  handled  at 
the  plant.

The  annual  Newfields  School  District  meeting  was  held  on  Monday, 

r/larch  12,  at  the  Newfields  Town  Hall.   The  [neetin,5  was  called  to 

order  at  7:30  by  Moderator,  Jack  Shaw. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  March  ?,  19^3  were  reviewpd  by 

all.  The  motion  to  accept  the  minutes  as  written  was  introduced, 

seconded  and  accepted. 

The  School  Warrant  was  read  by  Moderator,  Jack  Shaw,  as  follows:

4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Two 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Dollars  (ii2,800.00)  for  the  purpc  se  of 
painting  the  interior  of  the  school  building. 

5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriata  One 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ( 4^1 » 500. 00)  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  and  installing  storm  windows. 

6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  One 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Forty-three  Dollars  (;{51,743.0J)  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  twenty-five  student  desks  and  twenty*' 
five  student  chairs . 

7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Six 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($650.00)  for  the  purpose  of  juirchasing 
and  installing  storm  windows. 
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^.   To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers 
heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  choose  agents,  auditors,  and  committees  in  relation  to  any- 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  request  from  the  Commissioner 

of  Education  a  waiver  of  the  requirements  stated  in  RSA  I89:  11-a 
which  requires  the  establishment  of  a  school  lunch  program. 

11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  School 
District  Meeting,  money  from  any  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  fiscal  year.  -  Said  money  niust  be  used  for  legal  purposes 
for  which  the  School  District  may  appropriate  money;  requires  a 
public  hearing  on  the  action  to  be  taken;  must  not  require  the 
expenditure  of  other  School  Diatrict  funds. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  v/ill  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  sal- 
aries for  School  District  Officials  and  Agents  and  for  the  payment 
of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  and  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated 
to  be  recieved  from  the  State  Equalization  Fund  together  v/ith 
other  income;  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  the  Town. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Bill  Chick  that  Article. 12  be  taken  up  first, 
before  any  other  article  on  the  Warrant.   The  motion  was  seconded 
and  accepted.   This  was  followed  by  discussion  and  disagreement 
about  whether  or  not  the  Budget  Committee  had  approved  the  ::>chool 
Budget.   There  was  no  apparent  resolution. 

ARTICLE  12  The  School  Budget  was  read  and  explained  by  School  Board 

Chairman  George  Drinkwater  assisted  by  Kathie  lannicelli 
and  Margaret  Doane,  School  Board  Members.   The  first  item. 
Regular  Instruction,  was  discussed  for  over  two  hours  with 
teachers  salaries  being  the  main  topic.   Several  other  items 
were  questioned  and  discussed.

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At  the  beginning  of  the  1983-84  school  year.  School  Board  members 
established  a  goal  to  improve  and  coordinate  the  elementary  and  secondary 
curricula.  Consequently,  for  the  past  two  years,  the  school  boards, 
administrators,  teachers,  parents,  and  citizens  have  worked  together  toward 
this  goal. 

At  the  elementary  level,  school-community  task  forces  developed  reading, 
social  studies,  and  math  curricula;  decided  to  initiate  a  more  comprehensive 
standardized  testing  program  for  grades  two(2)  through  six(6);  and,  defined 
sixth  grade  expectations  in  art,  music,  physical  education,  career  education, 
computers  and  library  science.   The  recommendations  of  these  task  forces  will 
be  acted  upon  in  June,  and  implemented  in  September,  1985.   Next  year  at  the 
elementary  level,  two  more  curriculum  task  forces,  in  Language  Arts  and  Science, 
will  develop  curricula  for  implementation  in  September  of  1986. 

At  the  secondary  level,  the  entire  high  school  faculty,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  the  school-community  High  School  Curriculum  Committee,  defined 
Expected  Student  Outcomes  for  every  course  at  the  high  school.   In  conjunction 
with  this  massive  undertaking,  the  High  School  Curriculum  Committee  surveyed  a 
sample  of  citizens  in  all  of  the  SAU  towns,  recent  high  school  graduates, 
current  secondary  faculty  members,  and  current  students  to  determine  the 
communities'  curriculum  priorities  and  expectations  for  the  high  school.   The 
results  of  this  survey  will  be  analyzed  and  used  to  help  the  High  School 
Curriculum  Committee,  School  Boards,  and  Administrators  to  develop  long  and 
short  term  plans  for  the  high  school  curriculum. 

In  a  further  effort  to  improve  instruction  throughout  the  district, 
supervisors  throughout  the  SAU  participated  in  a  training  program  in  evaluation 
of  instruction.   This  intensive,  year-long  training  program  has  helped  super- 
visors implement  a  new  evaluation  system,  and  has  improved  communication  and 
instruction  within  our  district. 

Looking  toward  the  future,  the  Joint  Board,  cognizant  of  the  projected 
growth  within  the  SAU  has  established  a  long-range  planning  group  to  study 
the  potential  impact  of  this  growth,  to  offer  recommendations,  and  to  propose 
possible  plans  for  action. 

As  we  look  further  into  the  future,  increasing  the  public's  understanding 
of  the  schools'  mission,  and  the  public's  participation  in  reaching  and 
setting  the  goals  for  the  school  district  is  critically  important.  The 'task  of 
preparing  the  next  generation  for  the  challenge  and  rewards  of  the  21st  Century 
will  require  the  combined  efforts  of  the  schools  and  the  community.   We  urge 
your  continued  assistance  in  providing  the  students  in  our  region  with  a 
quality  educational  program.

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  v;rite  my  fifth  Nev;fields  School 
Report.   The  enrollment  figure  for  the  Nev/fields  Elementary  School 
is  69  students.   The  school  is  presently  grouped  into  three  units; 
Grades  1  &2,  J>  8c  ^-^    5^:6.   Each  unit  has  one  full  time  teacher 
assisted  by  one  part  time  teacher  during  the  morning  session.   A 
Resource  Room  is  also  staffed  by  one  full  time  teacher.   In  addition 
to  the  above  mentioned  staff  an  Art  and  Music  teacher  instruct  the 
children  one  day  a  week.   Other  key  personnel  included  a  nurse,  speech 
pathologist,  occupational  therapist,  school  secretary  and  a  custodian. 
The  sc]:^ool  also  receives  services  from  varijous  S.A.U.  #16  specialists. 

The  Iowa  Tests  of  Basic  Skills  were  given  to  grades  4  &  6  this 
fall.   The  results  show  that  in  grade  4  the  students  were  performing 
on  a  4.6  or  fourth  grade  sixth  month  equivalent  and  grade  6  on  a  8.5 
or  eigth  grade  fifth  month  equivalent.  Our  students  continue  to 
demonstrate  a  good  understanding  of  the  basics  in  the  curriculum. 

A  set  of  four  goals  was  established  for  this  academic  year  by 
the  Newfields  School  Board.   They  are  the  following: 

I.  Continue  To  Improve  Public  Relations  With  The  Newfields 
School  District. 
II.  Conduct  A  Comprehensive  Review  Of  The  Language  Arts  Program" 
For  Grades  One  Through  Six  Including  The  Development  Of 
-  A  Language  Arts  Curriculum. 
III.   Develop  An  In-School  Computer  Curriculum  For  Grades  One 
Through  Six. 
IV.   Implementation  And  Review  Of  The  Holt  Reading  Program 
In  Grades  One  Through  Six. 
The  staff  has  completed  gpals  2-4  with  goal  one  being  a  continuing 
process.
